School committee signs new 
contract with O'Donnell 


by Linda Jarossi 

The school committee, in a 6-1 
vote, approved a new, three-year 
contract for Superintendent Dr. 
Geraldine O'Donnell. 

When O'Donnell began as 
superintendent she did so on the 
agreement that any raise given 
would be based solely on merit. In a 
review of her work performance 
she received consistent scoring of 
fours and fives on a scale of one to 
five. 

The school committee's goal was 
to "compensate the superintendent 
fairly for her performance and to 
guarantee consistent long term 
leadership.” 

The significant changes in the 
contract include an increase in 
salary from $74,000 to $78,000, 
retroactive to July 1, 1994, and an 
increase to $80,340 as of July 1, 
1995. Salary adjustments for July 1, 
1996 and 1997 will be determined

Bradford Jackson, who was on the 
review committee, said he feels it is 
“a fair contract for both parties." He 
added that the superintendent is "a 
tireless visionary leader who made 
significant improvements" in the 
school system. 

Robert Young, the only committee 
member who did not support the 
changes, said he felt the increases 
were too “excessive” for a time 
when "many groups are locked into 
contracts with little or no 
increases." He said, however, that 
his hesitation should not be 
construed "as a lack of faith in the 
person," but rather just an attempt 
to be "prudent." 

Member James Demos said he has 
voted down pay raises for two past 
superintendents, but feels that the 


community is getting "a good 
quality person and a leader who can 
lead us into the future. My 
conscience is quite clear," he added 

Chairman Paul Palizzolo said he 
felt that the system was "in disarray 
and Dr. O'Donnell has brought in 
leadership and given us a way to 
build on the value of the school 
system," 

Another factor that was taken into 
consideration was the fact that 
O'Donnell had taken the position at 
a salary that was less than had been 
advertised for it. The committee felt 
that she has proved herself as a 
dedicated leader who will continue 
to work hard for the Wilmington 
School System. 

Member Linda McMenimen said, 
"If anytime the school system has 
needed someone with the vision and 
professional of Dr. O'Connell it's 
now. I'm proud to work beside her 
as board member and very happy 
that Wilmington has such a leader.”

Doves won't, however, Mourning 
doves are ground-feeders, meaning 
they stay on the floor searching for 
chow. Another ground-feeder is the 
junko, the harbinger of snow. I like 
to toss a handful on the ground when 
1 fill the feeders, just to make sure 
the ground-feeders are supplie 

Luckily, birds are pretty sloppy at 
the trough, and enough seed is tossed 
out of the average feeder to keep the 
doves and junkos happy. 

What to feed them? It does make a 
difference, you know, 

Sunflower seed and mixed seed is 
fine for most birds. The back yard 
gets downright raucous when the 
whole committee is in session at our 
three feeders. (Or is it four?) 

Purple finches, however, prefer 
thistle seed. Few other birds bother 
with the skinny black seeds, but the 
finches love them. 

A suet feeder hanging from a tree 
will attract chickadees and others, 
and the food is great for the winter. 
Seeds contain a speck of fat, but suet 
is, straight blubber -- pure fuel for 
the hot-blooded birds. Ask for suet 


at your favorite market, but-don't let ,P 
AR. 
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You 'can try,to keep the squirrels ‘ 


out of your bird feeders, if you have 

a Sisyphus complex. You cannot -- I 
repeat cannot -- keep the squirrels 
off the bird feeders, They will find a 
way, no matter how many squirrel-

my own eyes I have seen the little 
thieves come onto our porch, and 
try to drag off a plastic gallon jug 
full of peanuts! Greedy bandits! 

Most important of all: If you start 
feeding the birds this winter, DO 
NOT stop! Birds (and squirrels) 
will come to rely on your feeders, 
and it would be cruel to cut them off 
from a steady food supply while the 
ground is covering their "natural" 
supply. If you start feeding them, 
keep on feeding them until flowers 
appear in the spring.
